Army Pilot Is Uninjured 
In Crash of P-80 Jet Plane 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 11—(UP)—A jet-propelled P-80 Army 
fighter plane traveling at 130 miles an hour on a takeoff crashed 
at Billy Mitchell Airport Sunday and the pilot, Lt. Roy D. Cooper, 
of Long Beach, Cal., walked away from the wreckage uninjured. 

“I’m one of the few pilots who ever walked away from a P-80 
crash,” Cooper said. “I guess the drinks will be on me.” 

Cooper, 29, a veteran of the Eighth Air Force who was shot down 
over Germany and escaped his captors, said he had just taken off 
from the field when the wind loosened the ship’s front gun cover 
and forced him into a crash landing. 

He said the plane was built “to protect the pilot” and he was 
Strapped tightly to the seat, He said he was “shaken up and nerv- 
ous’ but otherwise injured. 

The plane hit an open area near a landing strip and skidded

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—(UP)—Senate war profits investigators 
sought more evidence Sunday night of alleged junketing by Govern 
ment officials whose expenses reportedly were paid by war contrac 


tors. 

Weekend excursions to New 
York, sometimes in the company 
of attractive girl stenographers, 
were said to have been made by 
officials charged with handling 
millions of dollars worth of war 
contracts. 


Investigators assigned to the 
special war investigating commit- 
tee headed by Sen. Mead, Demo- 
crat, New York, heard also that 
lobbyists operating 
with lush expense accounts passed 
out “gratuities” to minor Treasury 
Department officials in return for 
favors received during that agen- 
cy’s supervision of the vast multi- 
billion-dollar lend-lease program. 


Comptroller General Lindsay 


Warren told the Committee recent- 
ly that: 


, “With some high officials of the | 
Government the acceptance of en-| 


tertainment, including cocktail 
parties, hotel bills, and even trav- 
el, from the contractor, while at 
the same time drawing travel ex- 
penses and per diem from the Gov- 
ernment, was the rule rather than 
the exception.” 


As part of its inquiry, the Com- 
mittee hoped to obtain from the 
General Accounting Office short- 
ly a report on who paid the ex- 
penses of several high-ranking 
Army Chemical Warfare Service 
officers who traveled to New York 
to attend a wedding reception giv- 
en by Murray W. Garsson, co- 


At the time it heard about the 
Garsson party, the Committee was 
told that Garsson footed the hotel 
bills for his guests. Now the in- 
vestigators want to know if the 
Washington officials who attend- 
ed had their railroad fare and per 
diem expenses paid by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Although the Committee has re- 
cessed its public hearings pending 
the recovery of Rep. Andrew J. 
May, Democrat, Kentucky, al- 
leged “guardian angel” of the 
Garsson interests, investigators be- 
gan collecting much evidence on 
the activities of “contract agents.”

Than Air Burst 


ABOARD USS MT. McKINLEY, 
Aug. 11—(#)—The underwater 
atomic bomb at Bikini sank more 
than four times the ship tonnage 
destroyed by the aerial burst, but 
only prolonged study will deter- 
mine which would have killed or 
maimed more personnel, V. Adm. 
W. H. P. Blandy said Sunday as 
his flagship headed for California. 

Blandy, commanding the atomic 
tests called “Operation Cross- 
roads,” issued this summary of the 
two explosions: 

July 1 (aerial): 

Sunk: Cruiser Sakawa, 
transports, two destroyers, 
tonnage displacement 22,620. 

July 25 (underwater): 

Sunk: Carrier Saratoga, battle- 
ships Arkansas and Nagato, an oil- 
er and a landing craft, total ton- 
nage displacement 95,220. In ad- 
dition a badly damaged landing 
craft and a floating drydock final- 
ly were destroyed with demolition 
charges. 

The submarine test also badly 
damaged the cruiser Pensacola, 
transport Fallon, destroyer 
Hughes and submarine Pilotfish; 
moderately damaged seven vessels 
and slightly damaged eight, he 
said. 

Fifty other ships were listed as 
not damaged or damaged negli- 
gibly, although many of them 
were damaged by the aerial ex- 
plosion.

Atlanta Baptists, through the 
Atlanta Association of Baptist 
Churches, during the first six 
months of 1946, contributed 


ecutive Secretary-Treasurer James 
W. Merritt announced. 

Seven churches in the Associa- 
tion have made no report to date, 
while 39 of the 86 churches mak- 
ing a report were placed in a 
star class of churches reporting 
every month, 

Throughout the State, 1,907 
Baptist churches contributed a 
total for the first six months in 
the sum of $730,612. No report 
has been made to date from 630 
churches.

Stalin Knew 
Why at Teheran 


It is pretty well known that at Teheran, when 

the late Franklin D. Roosevelt pleaded with 

Marshal Stalin that the Soviet Union enter into 

an agreement permitting free travel and information to and from 
and within its borders, the Marshal said: 

“Not until the Soviet standard of living is comparable with 
that in your countries.” (America and Britain.) 

It was, from his. viewpoint, a sensible answer. 

To the psychologist it provides other answers. 

It explains much of the truculence of the Soviet diplomats in 
affairs foreign, the peace treaty at Paris serving as an excellent 
example. 

_ These men know the facts. They know they are a powerful, 
victorious country. But they also know, and the knowledge of it 
is acid to their spirit, that their standard of living for the people 
generally is not as high as in the “miserable” Balkan countries 
now dependent upon them. 

They know the incredulity of the Russian soldier when he saw 
that in conquered “backward” Romania, in “poor little liberated” 
Czechoslovakia, in “helpless Nazi-degraded” Austria, the workers, 
the plain people, had much more of worldly goods, luxuries of 
food, beds, clothing ard things like watches.and radios, they had 
never known in the “workers’ paradise” of the Soviet Union. 

They know how the story went around the world of the great 
passion of the Soviet soldier for a wrist watch and of his incred- 
ulous wonder, and sometimes fury, that everyone seemed to have 
them save the Soviet victors. 

They know, do the Soviet diplomats, of the expressions of the 
Russians at home when they saw the boatloads of goods, furniture 
and rugs which came up the Danube and the rivers of Russia 
for distribution. 

They know all these things. 

It infuriates them. It gives them a complex. 
nervous and fearful. 

Marshal Stalin, from his viewpoint, was absolutely right in 
saying he would keep Russia, as well as he could, behind the cur- 
tain of red tape and delay, until her people had consumer goods 
somewhat on a scale with that of other nations. ”* 


And it helps explain Paris. 

Watches I wrote, coming out of Russia more than a year ago, 

that the people were friendly and good, that they 
wanted to be friends, that they had sacrificed more, and done with- 
out more, than any other people of one of the great powers on the 
winning side. 

I still wouldn’t change any of that. 

I said, too, that it was, in my opinion, ridiculous to think of war 
for many, many years. Here was a government which had the 
loyalty of its people, but which had to give them something to 
match their sacrifice to retain that solidarity. They have so piti- 
fully little of clothing, furniture, radios and the things common to 
most other nations. 

I still think that, tco. 

I tried to say, after my relatively short visit, that they were 
possessed as they are of vast resources, in the curious position of 
being about where we were in 1850 as to development, yet pos- 
sessed of modern tools, machines and skills. Their development 
will be rapid as, indeed, their progress up to World War II had 
been rapid measured against their past. 

I still think that. 

The watches will help illustrate this latter point. 

Almost any American of today who is 45 years or more old, 
will recall that when he was a boy one of the chief items of value 
a father passed on, or willed, to his son was his watch. It wasn’t 
sO many years ago that watches were something of a luxury and 
a mark of some distinction in our country. In the 1860’s and 
thereabouts they were even more so. 

The Soviet people are a great people, worthy of a high place 
in the roll of honor among nations. But they want a better life. 

And their government, knowing this, is fearful and nervous, 
shaking up its greatest generals, showing plainly their internal 
affairs are no calmer than those of Britain or our own. If, indeed, 


as calm. 

War Time moves relentlessly on. No one would be naive enough 
to suggest any great change in Russia. They are suspicious. 

And they have a certain right to be. They do not trust anyone. 

And again, there are good reasons. They know how they came to 

power. And they want to make sure no one else comes along a 

like path. So, they think in nervous terms of security. 

There will always be, so long as they retain their present politi- 
cal outlook, an irreconcilable political clash between them and us. 
We will never accept communism. 

But, only the most reckless and callous of men would urge that 
we give up the unpleasant task of trying to fit the Soviet Union 
into some sort of association of nations. It is absurd to expect any 
perfection or easily-arrived-at agreement. But it can be done. 

Behind all of it is the insistent voice of the peoples of the 
world—including that of the Russians—for peace. And for food 
and clothing and a chance to live.

Quirks of Memory 
Very Individualistic 


The human talent we call memory is a strange 

and peculiarly varied quality. 

Not so long ago an Atlantan whose knowledge 
of history is generally understood to be remarkable told me he 
was finding as he grew older that his memory, even on his favorite 
subject, history, was failing or playing tricks on him. 

“Perhaps,” he said, “it is because for years I have not trusted 
that memory to be accurate. Whenever it has become necessary 
to refer to some historic event or individual, I have guarded against 
error by referring to the most reliable printed authorities available. 
Thus I have acquired the habit of depending upon the reference 
books instead of my own memory. Naturally, my memory has 
grown weak because of this disuse and now, if anybody asks me a 
question on the spur of the moment, I am unable to answer. I 
need that reference book, you see. 

So he is losing his reputation as an authority on history. People 
who ask him perfectly simple questions admit he cannot answer on 
the spur of the moment, remember and tell someone else, “Old 
So-and-So isn’t so hot on history. Why, the other day I asked him 
a perfectly simple question and he didn’t know the answer. I 
think he’s a fraud.” 


: ——. There was an acquaintance, many years ago, 
Capacity Limited? whose business required that he move to a 
new town at approximately two or three-month intervals. While 
he was in any one place, it was part of his business to know as 
many business people and prominent citizens as possible. It took 
him only a week or two to know ’most everyone in town and to 
be abie to call each one by correct name whenever he met 
with them. 

However, test him on the names and identities of residents of 
some town or city he had worked in a few months previously, and 
he had forgotten practically all of them. 

His explanation was that his mental capacity for names and 
faces was limited and he had to erase from memory those of the 
city he was leaving to make room for those of the city to which 
he was going. Like wiping blank and clean a classroom blackboard. 

I have known youngsters in school or college who possessed a 
miraculous ability to memorize, after one or two readings, entire 
pages of a textbook. They often, because of this ability, stood 
high scholastically. But the stuff they thus learned verbatim, 
they forgot almost as quickly and, a year later, might never have 
studied it at all. 

I have known actors, “quick studiés,” who could learn the 
lines of a lengthy part almost overnight, but forget them almost 
at once after the final curtain of the final performance of the play. 
Usually these were in dramatic stock, where that gift is invaluable.

An older man finds it more difficult to remember names and 
faces than does a youth. Perhaps it is because the older man is 
less impressed at meeting new people. He has met so many, 
humanity is such an old study to him. 

The faculty of memory, like all other faculties, 
weaker with advancing years. 

Though I have read, somewhere, that as man grows truly old, 
entering that seventh and final stage of Shakespeare’s ages of man, 
he forgets the intervening years, but the memory of scenes and 
people and events of his childhood becomes clearer than it has 
been. before.

For Oil Plan 


The President has once more 
come forward with “too little, too 
late.” He proposes a spurious “Oil 
and Gas Division” within the In- 
terior Department under the im; 
mediate charge of a director an 
an associate director, neither of 
whom has been appointed. There 
will also be two assistant directors 
and an Inter-Agency Committee 
consisting of representatives of 
the War, Navy, State and Com- 
merce Departments and also the 
Federal Power Commission and 
Civilian Production Board. 

The powers assigned to this di- 
vision are sufficiently vague and 
indefinite to merit the earnest sup- 
port of such a _ shadow-boxing 
Inter-Agency Committee. In addl- 
tion, the President mistakenly 
has agreed to the organization, in 
connection with this Fake. Divi- 
sion, of a National Petroleum 
Council consisting of some 85 men 
actively interested 
and natural gas. 

THE Petroleum Industry War 
Council that was set up in con- 
nection with the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for War had a real 
function to perform. During the 
war, the job was to produce, re- 
fine and transport petroleum 
products. In the final analysis 
these objectives could be attained 
only by and through the oil indus- 
try. Therefore, close co-operation 
between the industry and Gov- 
ernment was not only advisable, 
it was necessary. But in peace- 
time, the interests of Government 
and of industry are, at times at 
least, so widely separated as in ef- 
fect to be adverse. 

The primary consideration of 
the oil industry during peacetime 
is to promote its own prosperity. 
This has proved to be the case in 
the past, and much as I have come 
to appreciate the energy, the abil- 
ity and the patriotism of men in 
the oil industry, I cannot conceive 
of it operating in times of peace 
except for its own interest. I do 
not say this disapprovingly. There 
are questions of taxation, and 
questions of tariff and of prices 
on which industry and Govern- 
ment cannot see eye to eye. They 
could not even during the war, but 
such matters were put aside in or- 
der that every energy might be 
devoted to the winning of the 
war. Moreover, the United States 
Government, as the owner of vast 
discovered or potential oil inter- 
ests, both on land and undersea, 
has a duty to the whole people 
that cannot be served if the oil 
interests are to tell the Govern- 
ment what it should do. . 

AND this is just what the oil in- 
terests will undertake to do, The 
whole scheme is ill-advised and 
unrealistic. It simply will not 
work. At its organizing meeting, 
this National Petroleum Council 
elected as its chairman the Repub- 
lican National Committeeman 
from West Virginia, Walter 5S. 
Hallanan. He is well versed in the 
oil businéss and he has the right 
as a citizen to be active in the po- 
litical party of his choice. But just 
how this Petroleum Council can 
ever present anything but a 
crazy-quilt appearance is beyond 
my comprehension. Here we have 
a Government with vast and dif- 
ficult oil problems which the in- 
dustry council will naturally want 
to see resolved to the advantage 
of the industry. We also have a 
Council overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican set up to operate in a Demo- 
cratic Administration. Moreover, 
the workers in the oil and gas in- 
dustries will demand, and ought to 


have, representation on this Na-— 


tional Petroleum Council. 
The Department of the Interior, 


with the best of intentions, per: | 


suaded the President to sign an 


executive order that will only 


mean trouble for itself and the 
President. The best way out is the 


quickest way out. If Interior is | 


well-advised, it will continue to 
support the well-established policy 
of that Department and recom- 
mend to the President the creation 
of a small and cohesive Division 
that will operate on the theory 
that the Army and the Air Forces 
are as much entitled as is the 
Navy to consideration in petro- 
leum matters. 


A Great Peaceful Revolution 


LONDON—The first thing to understand about Britain under the 
Labor Party is that a great social revolution has occurred here, 
peacefully, but irrevocably, for good or ill. It seems silly to have 
to make such a statement nearly a year after the British election, 
but the all-important fact has been obscured in American eyes. 
It is noticed, for example, that the permanent Under Secretary of 
Ernest Bevin's foreign office is the intelligent, cynical and strik- 
ingly non-proletarian Sir Orme Sargent. But it is not understood 
that Sir Orme Sargent has been retained simply because he has the 
reputation of being the best diplomatic technician since the distant 
days of Sir Eyre Crowe. 


That is the advantage of a peaceful revolution. Instead of hus- 
tling them off to the guillotine, you can make use of the best brains 
of the old order to help build the new. Britain did it before, at the 
time of the reform bill of 1832, which transferred the power trom 
the great land owners to the middle class. The election of the Labor 
Government last year was a comparable but a much bigger and 
more radical event, transferring the power from the middle class 
to the mass of the people. 

A peaceful revolution is bound to be duller than a bloody one 
and there is no doubt of the peaceful character of the revolution 
in Britain. Professor Harold Laski, the stormy petrel of the British

Labor Party, used to predict that the British governing class would 
never accept Socialism without violence. But he now cheerfully 


admits that he was wrong. 
Big Men He could hardly do otherwise, when Viscount Cran- 
borne, the wise conservative leader of the House of 
Lords, genially conspires with the Government Chieftain, Lord 
Addison, to insure passage of the Labor Party measures without 
crippling amendments. British Conservatives can be very bitter 
against the Labor Party. They are most bitter against the Labor 
Party’s measures to nationalize basic industries, which are in- 
tended to make the Socialist Revolution permanent by putting the 
basic economic power in the hands of the State. Yet their bitter- 
ness does not make them forget the need to make the machine of 
government work. Thus, no one is surprised that more than half 
of the members of tke board, chosen to run the nationalized coal 
industry, are business administrators and technicians who probably 
voted against Labor at the last election. 


Despite the absence of any taint of blood in the British Revolu- 
tion, political observation is exciting in Britain today, and espec- 
ially so to anyone who has watched thé progressive bankruptcy of 
the American Left since the death of Franklin Roosevelt. There 
are big men at the head of the new British government. Herbert 
Morrison, who heads up the whole domestic economy, and Ernest 
Bevin, who directs the foreign and imperial policy, have always 
been known to be big men. Clement Attlee, although he remains 
dim as a political figure, is emerging as a powerful head of gov- 
ernment and co-ordinator. Younger leaders like Aneurin Bevin, 
who directs the vast British program of health and social welfare, 
more far-reaching than anything we have dreamed of, and John 
Strachey, who has the difficult assignment at the Food Ministry, 
are getting the opportunity to make their mark. And the lower 
ranks of the Labor Party are crowded with still more youthful! 
men of promise who are beginning to gain reputations, like Attlee’s 
former economic advisor, Douglas Jay, and Bevin’s assistant, Hec- 
tor MacNeil. 


Furthermore, the Labor Party has need of men to execute its 
immense program. The new cradle-to-grave Social Security Bill 
and the National Health Bill socializing medicine would be adequate 
achievements for most governments. But establishing a minimum 
of well-being for every individual is only one half of the Labor 
program. The other half comprises the long series of equally im- 
portant measures, taking control of credit, investment and the 
basic industries. These are intended to guide the British economy 
towards a continually rising productivity. Having established a 
minimum of well-being for each member of the society, it is also 
hoped to increase the well-being of the society as a’ whole. 

This does not mean that the experiment 


Worth Studying will surely work, or needs to be attempted 
in the much richer United States. The experiment is needful in 
Britain because, at this moment, Britain is poor. And it may not 
work for that very reason, since it is difficult to do a big job on 
a narrow margin. Nevertheless, the American liberals, who pro- 
claim their belief in civil liberties yet hanker after the social wel- 
fare and economic planning of the Soviet Union, would do well 
to study the British experiment. The British Labor Party is doing 
what they want to see done, and doing it without the sacrifice of 
any essential freedom. 

They might particularly examine the remarkable series of votes 
by which British working men rejected the Communist Party. In 
certain British trades unions, such as coal miners and the composi- 
tors, the Communists and their sympathizers had made considerable 
headway in the bad years between wars. The leaders advocated 
merger of the Communists with the Labor Party. 


But when the issue was referred to the rank and file before the 
annual party conference, the rank and file voted the other way by 
huge majorities. The compositors, for example, were eight to one 
against merger although their executive board was thirty-two to 
thirty-one in favor. An American observer cannot help but suspect 
that part of the success of the Labor Party to date arises from 
the fact that British trades unions are thoroughly democratic and 
thoroughly British. It is easier for men of all classes to accept a 
peaceful revolution when these truths are in everyone’s mind.

WESTBROOK PEGLER 


Father Donnelly Answered 


NEW YORK—A Franciscan priest has sent me the July number of 
the American Ecclesiastical Review, published by the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America Press, in Washington. 

He called my attention to an article by Rev. Joseph F. Donnelly, 
of the Hartford Diocesan Labor Institute, New Haven, Conn., called 
“Junior Clergy and Organized Labor,” in which he reports that he 
“had a special eagerness to learn what” a group of young priests 


“thought of Westbrook Pegler.” 
“I hoped, of course,” Father 
Donnelly wrote, “that I would 
find them sharing my attitude 
toward his writing. I know that 
there are many millions who do 
not share my distaste for the gen- 
tleman, the same millions, per- 
haps, whose only knowledge of 
the labor movement comes from 
the unsavory corner of the move- 
ment paraded and reparaded be- 
fore the American people by Peg- 
ler as the whole picture of the 
great organization of the workers 
of America. So I was not at all 
unhappy to find that Mr. Pegler 
has but few admirers among this 
group of the clergy. A few 
thought he was honest and had 
done a good job. Some thought 
his expose of racketeers was a 
strong and necessary medicine for 
the labor movement. The vast 
majority ranged from mild to 


fierce and eloquent criticism.” 

HE THEN quoted excerpts from | 
examination papers in which sev- 
eral of these young priests wrote 
that “Pegler is continually em- | 
phasizing the weaknesses and cor- 
ruptions of unionism without 
praising it for its good points; 
his harping on the abuse within 
unions gives the impression that 
they are substantially corrupt. He 
does have a nuisance value, how- 
ever;” “He only sees the evils of 
unionism and that amongst the 
worst of the unions;” “on the 
whole unions seem to be run hon- 
estly.”’ « 

My Franciscan friend, who does 
not agree with Father Donnelly, 
points out as evidence of a per- 
sonal bias, that he begins his ar- 


ticle by referring to a visit with 
Philip Murray, the president of | 
the CIO, and reporting that Mur-) 
ray had said to him, “what ene} 
CIO is trying to do is basically in’ 
the social encyclicals of the 
church.” 

That ingratiating and self-serv- 
ing statement by Mr. Murray cre-| 
ates, at the start, an atmosphere | 


of virtue around him and the CIO, | 
which as the villain of the piece, 


I will undertake to dispel. 

MR. MURRAY'S organization 
was created by lawless violence, | 
amounting to terrorism, insurrec- 
tion and anarchy no less subver: | 
sive than that of the Ku Klux! 
Klan. Although he was for many. 
years an officer of the United 
Mine Workers and during much 
of that time a man of influence 
in the American Federation of | 
Labor, the record reveals nothing 
but complacence on his part under 
the dictatorship of John L. Lewis, 
which he did not take occasion to 
deplore until Lewis ejected him 
in a quarrel over politics, power 
and money. The record reveals 
no opposition to flagrant racket- 
eering, oppression and other ras- 
cality in the AFL then or since. 
His present CIO is infested to a 
dangerous degree by Communists 
in the group of maritime and long- 
shore unions; the furniture mak-} 
ers’, electricians’, clothing work- 
ers’, furriers’, mine, mill and smel- 
ter workers’, clerical and social 
workers’, transport workers’ and 
auto workers’ unions and the 
Newspaper Guild. 

The membership figures have 
changed greatly since the “war, 
program stopped, but the unions | 
in which Communists are domi- 
nant or strongly influential em- 
brace a majority of the total 
strength of the CIO. The disci- 
pline and methods of the organi- 
zation as a whole are such as to 
degrade the individual to the 
status of subject under the con- 
trolling politicians and to impair 
his political freedom, generally 
and almost universally they have 
shown that they will not abide 
by written contracts and the high 
organization has fought every pro- 
posal that it should assume this 
fundamental obligation in contract 


; 


relations. And, repeatedly, during 
the Hitler-Stalin alliance, when 
the United States was desperately 
trying to arm against war, unions 
of the CIO struck at factories per- 
forming vital work because at 
that time Stalin’s policy was to 
keep the United States in a weak 
military condition. One of these 
strikes, at Allis-Chalmers, in Mil- 
waukee, was called by a vote 
which was proved in court to be 
fraudulent and another, in an air- 
plane factory at Inglewood, Cal., 
was described by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as an “insurrection” 
promoted by an alien influence, 
meaning the Communists, never- 
theless, the most conspicuous of 
the promoters were retained by 
the unions concerned. 


THE YOUNG priests who be- 
lieve that the good in unionism 
outweighs the bad are misinform- 
ed. In the American Federation 


of Labor, the bad unions contain 
a large majority of the total mem- 
bership. Among the corrupt unions 
thus far exposed, and exposed 
only by individual initiative, to 
wit, mine are the Operating Engi- 
ners’, the Hod Carriers and Com- 
mon Laborers’, the Movie and 
Theatrical Union, the Building 
Service Employes’ Union and the 
Boilermakers’, whose President 
arranged an incredibly bold and 
rapacious insurance racket for his 
son, whose profits were skimmed 
off the top of the wages of thou- 
Sands of war workers. 


The Teamsters’ Union is bad in 
many other ways aside from its 
maintenance ‘of a system of brig- 
andage on the highways. The Mu- 
Sicians’ Union is an absolute dic- 
tatorship, whose evils have been 
described before in detail. The 
current troubles and weakness of 
the longshoremen arise from bru- 
tal cynicism and greed. The Bar- 
tenders’ Union, which includes 
Waiters and others, has been a 
flagrant racket in Chicago and 
Miami and the Electrical Workers’ 
Union, the Carpenters’ and others 
restrict membership, impose high 
charges and, in obtaining benefits 
for a few, impose on many more 
than those few and increase their 
costs of living. Unionism here has 
set exclusive groups of workers to 
preying on one another and has 
narrowly limited opportunity, as 
the CIO often has pointed out in 
its propaganda. It has made an art 
of loafing and a virtue of cheat- 
ing. 

THE AF of L did absolutely 
nothing to eject and prosecute no- 
torious criminals in high position 
and even gave aid and comfort to 
such scoundrels, to that extent im- 
peding justice in the public 
processes, and the young clergy 
who believe that perfidy in the 
AF of L is overemphasized should 
know that a George Scalise or a 
Joe Fay, though each is only one 
man, controls and oppresses many 
thousands of workers and restrains 
a multitude of inferior officers 
who might be honest. 


So, yes, I do say that the bad 
outmeasures the good in our 
unionism, that our laws should 
protect the workers’ human and 
economic rights in unions, and 
that the leadership has been pre- 
occecupied with union politics, par- 
ty’ politics and personal power to 
the great neglect of the workers’ 
interest and the larger public in- 
terest. 


For the attention of the young 
clergy whom Father Donnelly dis- 
cusses, I would emphasize the 
point that he is too adroit and 
takes advantage of them where he 
writes that in hounding bloated 
fakers, thieves and Communists 
over’ these years, I have repre- 
sented them as “the workers of 
America.” On the contrary I have 
called them parasites preying on 
the workers.

Beauty Expert 
Finds Sunburn 
Doesn't Pay 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

No Time Off for Sunburn! That 
warning sign is posted on the bul- 
letin board of a busy firm on Fri- 
day and the day before a Summer 
holiday. The sunburn season is on. 

Tanning is Nature’s way of pro- 
tecting the skin to keep too much 
sunshine from going through. So 
until you wear a coat of tan, bet- 
ter wear a beachrobe or stay out 
of the sun. It’s all too easy to 
get an overdose. At the beach you 
can’t feel the burn for the breeze, 
and at the mountains, no matter 
how btacing the air, an averdose 
of sun will burn. 

Should tomorrow be cloudy, 
don’t let that throw you complete- 
ly off guard. The rays that cause 
the burn come right through the 
vapor. On such days you can 
burn without browning. 

They say it’s not the early bird 
who gets the burn, From dawn 
until 9 a. m. it is safe to sun- 
bathe. From 10 a. m. until 3 p. m. 
it is not safe to stay in the direct 
sunlight for longer than 15 min- 
utes. If you are a natural blonde 
or a redhead, even that might be 
too long. ' 

Regardless of the color of your 
hair, it’s a good plan to protect 
it from the direct rays of the sun. 
Overexpostre destroys the cystine 
content of the hair, with the re- 
sult that it becomes brittle. Too 
much sun is betraying to blondes 
who were originally brunettes. It 
adds emphasis to the term 
“bleached blonde.” 

The warning signs of sunburn 
are redness of the skin, but some- 
times you get a burn, then your 
face is red. A better warning is 
to get out of the sun the minute 
the skin begins to feel hot to your 
touch. You've had enough. 

If you follow the general rules 
the sun won’t be your undoing. 

Don’t go bareheaded in strong 
sunlight. Don’t relax in direct 
sunlight after a vigorous work- 
out. Cover up. And DON’T fall 
asleep in the sun! 

‘Sulfa drugs and sun do not 
mix well, so avoid too much sun 
if you’ve had a sulfa drug re- 
cently. By the way, sulfa and 
alcohol .do not get on well to- 
gether, either, nor do alcohol and 
sunshine. 

Toilet water sprinkled liberally 
on the skin before you sit in the 
sun can cause a severe inflamma- 
tion of the skin. 

If you take to the woods, count 
up to five before picking any 
leaves, or even straying from the 
path. The woodbine and Virginia 
creeper have five leaflets and are 
harmless. But leaflets three, let 
them be! Be on the lookout... 
it’s easier to stumble onto the 
three-leaf poison ivy than it is on 
a four-leaf clover!

I 
guess they blacked me out and 
we spun in.” 

Hunter is a seasoned pilot, hav- 
ing once been a barnstormer. He 
is part owner and founder of the 
Marietta Air Park on the Austell 
Road. 

Hospital officials termed Hunt- 
er’s condition serious. He had a 
third-degree burn on his right leg, 
compound fracture of the knee, 
compound fracture of the right 
arm, severe gashes about his body, 
and several broken ribs.

“This ‘set-up,”’ Thomas _§ said, 
“wvuarantees civilian control of the 
unified services at all times.”

He emphasized that the educa- 
tion feature of the merger ‘is the 
basis of the entire program.” 

“The plans,” he said, “call for 
joint early training of the forces 
of the Army and Navy. This com- 
mon training will eliminate a lot 
of duplication and will give the 
two branches a chance to meet 
their common problems.” 

Thomas said that unification 
would achieve great economics— 
both financial and operational—

Fire Sweeps 
Main Stem of 
Western Town 


NORTH BONNEVILLE, Wash., 
Aug. 11—(4)—Charred remnants 
of a dozen buildings still were 


smouldering Sunday in the wake 
of a spectacular fire that roared 
down Main Street and threatened 
for hours to raze entirely this Co- 
lumbia River town. 


The blaze, spurred by a 25-mile- 
an-hour wind, broke out in an 
abandoned lumber yard and ate 
through adjoining buildings like 
paper. 

All occupants were aroused in 
time to flee to safety, Julius Re 
hal, Stevenson physician sent to 
the scene, reported. He said there 
were no injuries. 


Firemen, long hampered by lack 
of water, controlled the blaze 
early Sunday after succeeding in 
efforts to pump water from the 
near-by Bonneville Dam. 


Fire fighters still were watching 
for sparks in near-by timber Sun- 
day. Crews were repairing burned 
telephone and power lines which 
had completely isolated the town 
and blacked out near-by Stevens 
son. 

Scores of homeless residents 
were doubling up with friends and 
neighbors more fortunate.
